DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims "US-ts* rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Teter 
(5705863). l(Z / f 6 

Teter discloses the a magnetostrictive actuator device in fig.1-8 for transferring force 
produce by a applied magnectic field in a direction perpendicular to the predetermine 
direction; for converting the force into a substantially enlarge output motion (col. 1-6) 
including a plate member (48) to which the output motion is imparted; and a plurality of 
magnetostrictive material slabs (26) within which the magnetostrictive deformation is 
induced and a bias means (80). 
With regards to claim 6 

Teter disclose discloses a ground member (44) and output member (48), a magnetic 
circuit means (30) inducing out put motion in one direction perpendicular to maximized 
magnectrostriction produced by applied magnetic fields and prestress means (78) for 
holding the magnetic circuit means assembled under bias between the ground and 
output. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3-4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
overTeter (5705863) in view of Jarrett (4017754). 

Teter substantially discloses the claim invention in fig.2. However, Teter dose not 
disclose a plurality of interconnector extending between the sides in one direction, a 
plurality of magnetostrictive material slabs position on the interconnector in each layer 
and retainer means projecting from each of the interconnector. 
Jarrett teaches and magnetostriction actuator in fig.1 -A. Comprising: a plurality of 
interconnector (1 1) extending between the sides in one direction, a plurality of 
magnetostrictive material slabs (15) position on the interconnector in each layer and 
retainer means projecting (fig.3) from each of the interconnector for the purpose of 
interlocking the slabs. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the actuating device of Teter with 
Jarrett interconnecting means for the purpose to providing an actuating device in a 
simple and convenient form.
